A $3,100,000 annual increase in 
‘wholesale rates for natural gas 
supplied Laclede Gas Co. of St. 
Louis and other distributing utili- 
ties by Mississippi River Fuel 
Corp. was knocked out complete- 
ly by the Federal Power Com- 
mission in a decision announced 
at Washington today. 

Laclede’s share of this rise 
would have been about $2,370,000 
@ year, and Laclede had said 
that if the wholesale increase 
had been sustained it would have 


had to seek higher rates from 
the consumers here. 

This was the so-called first- 
round rate rise requested by Mis- 
sissippi, whose headquarters are 
in St. Louis. Its second round re- 
quest, for an additional $3,350,000 
in wholesale rates, had been re- 
jected summarily hy FPC May 
29, without hearing. 

Issue Is Allocation of Costs. 


The decision in the first-round 
case, reached late yesterday, 
turned mainly on the basic issue 
of allocation of costs between 
publicly regulated business of the 
pipeline, Mississippi, and its non- 
regulated business in direct gas 
sales -to large industries. The 
latter constitutes the majority of 
its sales. 


Other important factors in 
FPC’s decision were a reduction 
in the claimed rate base, or val- 
uation for rate-making purposes, 
and a finding that an earning of 
6 ey cent on a net, or fully de- 
P reciated, base was sufficient.

The company set up the cost of 
gas service, including operating

commission made a cut of $4,- 
696,474 in the cost of gas service 
to the distributing utilities.

Police said Sir Jack Drummond, 
British food expert, his wife and 
ll-year-old daughter were mur- 
dered early today. 

The three were on a camping 
expedition in southern France. 
Police said Drummond and his 
wife were shot, apparently by 
bandits, and the daughter, Eliza- 
beth, was clubbed to death. 

Drummond, knighted in. 1944, 
was scientific adviser to the Min- 
istry of Food during World War 
II and worked out a balanced diet 
of available foods with the highest 
nutritive value. He developed 
“off white” bread and a liquid 
food which rallied starvation 
eases. He lectured at Stanford 
University, Palo Alto, Calif., in 
1933. 

With Miss Anne Wilbraham he 
collaborated in the writing of 
“The Englishmen’s Food” and 
later married his co-author. They 
lived at Nuthall, Nottingham. 

Drummond once predicted that 
there would be world famine in 
50 years unless there was in- 
ternational co-operation to offset 
it.

Cheers, Boos From Over- 
flow Crowd Interrupt 
Many Speakers at 
Council Meeting. 


An overflow crowd of Univer- 
sity City residents jammed the 
city council chamber last night to 
plead for extension of rent con- 
trols in an acrimonious, three- 
hour public hearing. ~ 

Although tenants in the audi- 
ence of more than 300 persons 
far outnumbered landlords, the 
latter group~was no less vocifer- 
ous in asking the council to let 
controls expire Sept, 30 under 
provisions of the present federal 
housing and rent act. 

The crowd, which filled aisles 
and doorways, obviously hoped 
for a decision at the conclusion 
of the meeting, the first public 
hearing in University City on the 
new rent control measure. There 
were mutterings of disappoint- 
ment when the council announced 
it would defer judgment pending 
completion of a survey of the 
city’s housing situation. 

Results of Survey in Two Weeks. 

Chairman Walter L. Metcalfe 
said results of the survey, being 
conducted by the St. Louis area 
rent office, would be announced 
in about two weeks. 

Cheers and boos from partisans 
interrupted many of the 40 speak- 
ers, and the chairman pounded 
his gavel frequently as he sought 
to limit sneakers to three minutes 
each and to confine often-emo- 
tional discussion to the question 
of whether a housing shortage ex- 
ists in University City. 

Under legal rulings, rent con- 
trols end Sept. 30 unless govern- 


fing bodies of municipalities hold 


that substantial housing shortages 
require their continuance. In that 
eve controls may be extended 
to next April 30. 

Warnings on Inflation. 


Proponents of continued con- 
trols urged the council to con- 
sider “human rights above prop- 
erty rights” and avoid adding to 
inflationary forces by permitting 
rents to “skyrocket.” Opponents, 
defending increased rents, said 
service costs have advanced while 
tenants enjoyed frozen rents. 

Meanwhile, the Richmond 
Heights’ City Council unanimous- 
ly adopted a resolution last night 
to extend rent controls beyond 
the present expiration date. 

Tbe action was taken after city 
officials reported a survey of the 
citynhad disclosed no rental prop- 
ertiés available.

With Acheson as chairman, the 
political organization of a perma- 
nent security council under the 
treaty was completed quickly in a 
morning session. 


ANZUS Made Official Name. 

ANZUS—initials of the three 
countries concerned—was official- 
ly approved as a name for the 
ap and its administering coun- 


It was decided that the ANZUS 


least once 4 year in one of the 
three capitals—Washington, Wel- 
lington or Canberra and that dep- 
uties will meet in Washington be- 
tween these annual sessions for 
“continuing consultations.” 

The general objective is to es- 
tablish “the simplest and most 
informal” political organization 
which can effectively fulfill the 
council’s obligations, it was stated. 

The foreign thinisters indicated

ANZUS relations with other 
states and regional organizations. 

Each of the foreign ministers 
made a brief public statement be-

‘Communist Forces Militant.’ 

Casey said the counci] was or- 
ganizing to meet “an existing 
threat.” He said such a threat 
exists in “open aggression in ‘Ko- 

"and because “Communist 
forces are militant and active in 
other nearby ccuntries.” 

Webb said. establishing some 
formal link with other Pacific 
states “would be valuable as it is 
inevitable.” 

Acheson likewise stressed that 
the ANZUS treaty would not pre- 
clude the three nations from co- 
operating with other Pacific coun- 
tries. He said the treaty ‘“‘would 
not subtract from but _§ shall 
strengthen and support our asso- 
ciations with other nations in the 
Pacific and other parts of the 
world.” 

There had been some sharp 
criticism in the Philippines and 
Formosa of the conference _ be- 
cause other Pacific nations are 
not participating. 

At Canberra, Prime Minister 
Robert G. Menzies told a news 
conference there “is no secret 
clause” in the mutual defense 
pact, that “all the objectives are 
stated in the pact itself.” 

Menzies was commenting on 
Labor party assertions that a 
statement of the Ambassador to 
Washington, Sir Percy Spender, 
would indicaté the pact contained 
a secret clause. 

Spender recently told the Com- 
monwealth Club.in San Francisco 
that Australia and New Zealand 
were ready to contribute a million 
fighting men to the defense of 
Japan, the United States or the 
Philippines if Russia attacked in 
the Pacific. He said the obliga- 
tion to supply such a force is in 
the terms of the Pacific pact.

Lynn Meyer, a member of the 
St. Louis County Election Board, 
said shortly before 10 a.m. that 
all the county polling places had 
been staffed and were opened, 
although some did not have their 
full number of officials. He said 
the board made frantic efforts 
last night to fill some of the 
vacancies, and that many of the 
replacements were sworn late 
last night or early today at the 
polling places. 

Fred M. Joseph, chairman of 
the St.Louis County Democratic 
Central ' Committee, said he 
thought some of the polling 
places failed to open on time be. 
cause “‘many clerks and judges 
probably -went away on vacation 
and forgot about the election,” 

Failure to Chéck Noted.

SEOUL, Aug. 5 (AP)—The 
United Nations said today 78 
North Korean towns housing Com- 
munist military installations are 
doomed and that it has warned 
civilian populations te get out in 


advance of Allied air raids. 

The program of heralding air 
raids is designed to spare non- 
combatant lives. It also has the 
effect of flaunting the Allied air 
superiority over the Communist 
North Korean and Chinese com- 
mands. 

At least two of the forewarned 
towns—Sinchon and Yonan—have 
been hit. 

Lt. Gen. Glenn O. Barcus, Fifth 
Air Force commander, said the 
warning program has been under 
way in\Korea since mid-July. 

Millions of leaflets telling of 
future bombings have been 
dropped on North Korea by B- 
29s flying out of Okinawa and 
Japan. 

Statement by Headquarters. 
“A headquarters statement said: 

“In an effort to save the lives 
of North Korean civilians, an au- 
dacious program of prior warn- 
ings of bombing attacks is in ef- 
fect. j 

“In recent weeks, Far East Air 
Forces aircraft have dropped 
leaflets on ‘78 towns and cities in 
North Korea known to - house 
Communist military installations 
or supplies. 

“The leaflets have told the 
North Koreans that the United 
Nations Command knows where 
such military targets are located 
and must’and will destroy. them. 
Civilians. are advised to remove 
themselves from the danger 
areas.’ 

Shortly before an attack begins, 
the Seoul radio advises the civil- 
ians in’ the target area to get out 
immediately. The broadcasts con- 
tinue right up until the time the 
attack begins. 

Sabres Down 4 Red MIGs. 

In the air war today, Allied 
pilots shot down four Communist 
jets and damaged six in five 
fights over North Korea. 

The Air Force said Sabre pilots 
destroyed four MIGs and damaged 
five in four. separate fights.

The largest St. Louis vote 
in a state primary was 239,110, in 
1940. 

Part of the heavy early morne : 
ing vote was attributed to the 
fact that department stores and 
other firms delayed their open- 
ings today until after 10 a.m., to 
permit their ae time to 
vote. 

Democratic leaders generally 
agreed that the large vote indi- 
cated that independent voters, 
who do not generally go to the 
polls in primary elections, were 
turning out in larger-than-usual 
numbers. 

Hurts Callanan Forces. 

The effect was viewed as a

Secretary Anthony 
Eden returned from a weekend in 
the country, summoned Japanese 
Ambassador Shunici Matsumoto 
and told him plainly Britain does 
not recognizes the authority of 
Japanese courts over British serv- 
ice men, a spokesman announced.

FPC Cuts Rate Base. 


FPC cut the rate base, or net 
investment, from the $47,901,785 
figure claimed by Mississippi to 
$45,516,439. About two-thirds of 
this cut was in reduction of allow- 
able working capital on which a 
return could be earned, 

Notably, FPC held in this con- 
nection that Mississippi had the 
advantage of collecting bills from 
its customers, representing all 
costs, long in advance of paying 
its own substantial income taxes 
out of these receipts. In other 
words, such accruals for taxes 
represented a form of working 
capital, it was held, in effect. 

While the case has been pend- 
ing, Mississippi has been allowed 
to collect the higher rates from 
its utility customers, under bond, 
since last Sept. 1. FPC ordered 
Mississippi to refund the entire 
excess thus collected within 45. 
days. 

In the case of Laclede Gas, the 
excess, up to June 30, amounted 
to $1,946,353. Other utility ‘cus- 
tomers in this vicinity, taking 
much less gas, are Union Electric 
Power Co. and Illinois Power Co., 
both.on the East Side. 

In June Mississippi sought to

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP)—

to Dwight D. Eisenhower in the 
fall campaign. 

He said in a statement he had 
given this assurance to Walter 
Williams and Mrs. Oswald B.

The dispute started July 14 
when this government informed 
the Kremlin it was suspending 
publication of its Russian-lan- 
guage magazine Amerika because 
Russia blocked its full circulation. 
At the same time, the State De- 
partment demanded that the Rus- 
siahs “suspend immediately” their 
propaganda publications. 
The Russian note said the State 
Department “systematically hin- 
dered” distribution of the Soviet 
bulletin and used the magazine 
Amerika as a “pretext” for pre- 
venting “dissemination in the 
U.S.A. of . truthful information 
about the Soviet Union.” 

Dr. Wilson Compton, a State 
Department official, called the 
Russian charges “sheer nonsense.”

BOSTON, Aug. 5 (AP)—Weary 
firefighters continued to fight for- 
est blazes in eastern Maine today 
while drouth-stricken New Eng- 
land still waited for rain. 

Light showers fell over widely 
scattered areas today, but brought 
little relief. 

Firefighters were trying to con- 
tain a 1500-acre fire outside the 
village of Deblois, Me., where 30 
persons prepared to evacuate their 
homes.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

_»« The undersigned who are acquainted 
with German history and political real- 
ities look with misgivings at the current 

unrealistic policy of the United States 
“toward Germany. We believe that re- 

: ing of Germany, in any form, will 

the interests of this country, 

. The policy does not take into econ- 
ne repens the postwar attitude of the 

people. The German masses 
are edaat remilitarization. Having 
suffered defeat in two world wars they 
do not want to be soldiers and defend- 
ers of Western civilization. They have 

tried to forget their past glories of mili- 
tarism and cannot understand our pres- 
sure to re-educate them as soldiers. 
‘‘*Their reaction is understandable. We 
believe it would be desirable to encour- 
age the Germans to take care of the 
victims of Nazism, the orphans, the wid- 
ows and the expelles, and to recon- 
struct their destroyed cities and fac- 
tories instead of building barracks and 
manufacturing arms. 

“Our policy planners believe that the 
German people are for rearmament un- 
der a European command because the 
government of Dr. Adenauer says s0. 
In reality the German masses today in- 
creasingly distrust the so-called leaders 
on whose support we are now counting. 
‘Nor can we be sanguine about the loy- 
‘alty to Western ideals of a remilitarized 
Germany. German professional mili- 
tarists and those who stood behind Hit- 
ler always have and always will defend 
‘what they consider their own interests. 

=“They will have the power to exploit 
the differences between the East and 
the West in order to resurrect a power- 
ful Reich. America thus would risk'the 
collapse of her whole European policy 
by misplaced faith in leaders whose 
greater self-interest is to make an ac- 
cord with Russia for the reunification 
of Germany and for Eastern markets. 

Such a policy is bound to have wide 

popular support among the German 

people who desire first and last na- 
tional unity. 

‘Germany's. neighbors . are _ rightly 

afraid of any German army. The de- 

struction in the last war is still visible. 

.Only peace can assure Germany's fu- 
ture. This can be accomplished if 
Germany remains demilitarized. A de- 
militarized Germany will tend to take 
away from Russia her fear of encircle- 
ment; it would eliminate the danger of 
a resurgent German militarism, wheth- 
. er Communist or rightist; it would elim-

But a better primary date is not the only 
change which should be made in our primary 
law. . At least two other major improvements 
should be enacted. 

Missouri should join the ranks of states that 
have presidential primaries. As it is, the people 
of Missouri sit on the sidelines while those of 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Nebraska, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Oregon, 
West Virginia and other states join in the pre- 
convention sorting and sifting of presidential 
possibilities. 

Every election year, readers of the Post- 
Dispatch write in to say how they feel cheated 
out of a part in this important civie process. This 
can be corrected by the introduction and 
passage of a bill to give Missouri a presidential 
primary. 

We hope that Congress will. act along the 
lines proposed by Senator Douglas of Illinois 
and Representative Bennett of Florida. But 
Missouri should not wait on Congress. The 
next Legislature should act independently. 
Then Missourians will have a presidential 
primary in 1956 whether or not Congress acts. 

The Legislature should also expressly declare 
that the voter in Missouri may vote as he likes 
in the primary without committing himself to 
vote any particular ticket in' November. The 
State Constitution says that elections in Mis- 
souri are to be “free and open.” Let all doubt 
as to the meaning of this be removed once 
and for all. 

? * » 

The best guarantee of a free primary—and 
the best invitation to the independent voter to 
come in. and participate—is to print the party 
entries on a single, large “blanket” ballot. That 
way the voter who does not want to declare 
himself with one party or the other can obtain 
a ballot and vote in whichever column he likes, 
in the privacy of the polling booth. This type 
of ballot is in use in some states and has proved 
an incentive to primary voting. 


Here then is a three-point primary program 


for the 1953 session of the Missouri Legislature: 
a the primary date from August 
ay. 
2. Provide for a presidential preference 
primary. 
3. Establish beyond question a “free and 
open” primary. 
This is a program which, so we hope, the 
great majority of nominees for the Missouri 
Legislature will be glad to support.

VOTE! 
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Peron Without a Helpmate 

As the days’ of mourning for ‘Senora. Eva 
Peron grow and grow, so do the problems 
which her death has intensified for her husband, 
thé Argentine dictator-president, Gen. Juan 
Peron. It became clear shortly after his. acces- 
sion to power in 1946 that his popularity de- 
pended to a very considerable extent on that 
of his wife. How will he managé without, her? 

A former actress who lost none of her talent 
when she stepped from the stage to the presi- 
dential box, Evita Peron played both Cinderella 
and Lady Bountiful to the Argentine masses. 
And she made a hit with them. She saw to it 
that labor unions got even more than they 
asked. So the Argentine General Federation of 
Labor soon became a most powerful prop of 
“Peronismo.” Then came the $150,000,000 Eva 
Peron Foundation, a private institution which 
achieved a monopoly. of all social welfare serv- 
ices in the country. And on top of all this, 


Senora Peron handed out big stacks of oomepe 


notes almost every day. 


This outward charm, cultivated without, res. 


gard for the nation’s economy, was a shawl over 
her real ruthlessness. Officials who questioned 
her policies were crushed. Business men who did 
not contribute to her enterprises were bank- 
rupted. Shrewder men held their tongues. But 
now, in spite of the great public manifestation 
of sentiment, their pressure od being abphied to 
Gen. Peron.

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Dust in the Wind 


Out in the Kansas river bottomlands now, 
where a year ago muddy water flooded a mile 
wide, there is sand and dust. A drouth has come 
again. In this same area 17 years ago, the dust 
filtered through windows and fell into little 
piles in the houses, and blew into drifts and 
dunes in the barren fields. 

This time the drouth is wider. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has labeled much of the 
South, part of the Northeast and southern Mis- 
souri “disaster” areas, to provide special help 
for farmers. Will the dust bowl come again? 
Will the bowl be larger? 

The answer rests primarily with the weather 
gods, but man has not done too well for him- 
self. In the original dust bowl, for instance, 
vast new fields were plowed for wheat during 
the war. With the Government pegging prices 
high, the plow bit into more and more of the 
plains. The old program for tree shelter belts 
fell behind. In too many places elementary con- 
servation was forgotten as the plow followed the 
dollar. 

The cussedness of the weather, well known to 
farmers, is too often accompanied by the stub- 
bornness of man. 
later the dust will blow again. 
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Smoke From the Olympic Torch

As for the present Olympic squad, it 
includes a number of Negro stars, and also 
champions with Italian, French, Korean, Ger- 
man, Polish, Irish, Spanish, English and Japa- 
nese names, and what difference does it make? 
In America they are Americans, and in Hel- 
sinki they are champions. 


Propaganda is a silly business. In trying to 
accuse the United States of race consciousness, 
the Communists have shown a surplus amount 
of it themselves. Yet we doubt that Pravda or 
Izvestia would try to show which Soviet athletes 
were Russians and which were Uzbeks or Tar- 
tars.

Gen. Robert W. Grow established a bril- 
liant record in World War II as com- 
mander of the Sixth Armored Division in 
Europe. He was known as an outspoken 
man of strong convictions. 


In peace time it is difficult to find posi- 
tions for all the generals an army produces 
in a great war; it is particularly difficult 
to find a place for one with Gen. Grow’s 
rather special talents and temperament. 


After being assigned to a postwar mili- 
tary mission in Iran, he was sent to Mos- 
cow as a military attache. There in odd 
moments he confided his thoughts and 
opinions to a diary singularly lacking in 
judgment, 

He not only expressed his own eccentric 
and extravagant ideas about preventive 
war, but revealed the details of his work 
as attache and (what was particularly in- 
furiating to our allies) his co-operation 
with other military attaches stationed in 
Moscow. 

Then he was guilty of the supreme in- 
discretion of leaving his diary in a hotel 
bedroom, where it was “borrowed” by the 
Russians and only returned after it had 
been photostated. 


Gen. Grow has now been found guilty 
before a court martial of improperly re- 
cording secret information and has been 
suspended for six months and reprimand- 
ed. The finding and sentence are subject 
to review; but meanwhile there are some 
questions of a broader’ nature that can 
fairly be asked. 


The chief question is how the Army 
could have assigned a man of Gen. Grow’s 
known disposition to so delicate a mission. 
Intelligence work requires a cool and de- 
tached mind and habits of restraint formed 
over a lifetime. The best of combat gen- 


erals.can, if improperly assigned, bring 
disrepute on themselves and lasting dam- 
age on the whole intelligence network of 
their country. 

The Army cannot escape its measure of 
blame in this unfortunate incident; and 
indeed the comparatively light sentence 
imposed on the general would suggest that 
other factors, besides his own gross indis- 
cretion, played their part. 


A second inquiry concerns the whole 
field of diary keeping. In the last war 
soldiers overseas were forbidden to keep 
such personal records; but the rule does 
not appear to have applied in the past to 
military attaches, and it plainly did not 
apply to aides of top generals. 

To the aides of Generals Eisenhower and 
Bradley we are indebted, indeed, for some 
of the most revealing and valuable records 
to have come out of the war, 


Since the Grow incident a ban on the 
keeping of diaries by military attaches has 
been imposed, and apparently stricter 
rules are being applied to United States 
troops abroad. Certainly some uniformity 
and some rigor of enforcement are neces- 
sary in this field. 

But in the end it is the man, not the writ- 
ten word, that is important. One of Gen: 
Grow’s type would very probably have re- 
vealed his unfitness for the Moscow job 
in some other equally dangerous way, if he 
had not done it by diary. 


A thoroughgoing awareness of the need 
“ for discretion on the part of individuals, 
and awareness on the part of the Army of 
the special attribute to be sought in those 
engaged in any form of intelligence work, 
are the real answers to the embarrassment 
the Grow incident has caused this country 
and its allies. 


America Crosses a Divide 


From the Christian Science Monitor 


The United States has crossed the great 
divide.as to natural resources and is now a 
raw-materials-deficit instead of a raw- 
materials-surplus nation. This is the crux 
of the warning contained in the report of 
the President’s Materials Policy Commis- 
sion headed by William S. Paley, chairman 
of the board of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System. 

The warning ts sharp. But the commis- 
sion sees no inevitable disaster ahead. By 
taking thought and: enlightened action 
Americans can adapt to the new situation. 


Free enterprise is without peer in turn- 
ing raw materials to useful purposes. That 
is one of several reasons why the United 
States, with but 9.5 per cent of the-world’s 
population, consumes more petroleum, rub- 
ber, iron, zine, and. copper than all the 
rest of the free world put together. It 
may be one reason, also, why the United 
States is using up its known petroleum re- 
serves almost three times as fast and its 
iron ore, six times as fast as all the other 
free countries. 

Free enterprise, also, is without an equal 
in adding to known reserves through ex- 
ploration and development, and in making 
resources go further by way of research 


and technology—so long as a reasonably 
profitable return is im sight. And the 
report places great confidence in the abil- 
ity of the American competitive system 
to accomplish these ends. 


But where sheer conservation is de- 
manded, unrestrained competition can 
penalize the farsighted and reward .the 
exploiter. And where research promises 
remote returns, private investment  be- 
comes understandably reluctant... .The 
commission is aware of these economic 
facts, and hence directs the greater num- 
ber of its specific recommendations to- 
ward the makers of state and federal pub- 
lic policy. 

These recommendations are 70 in num- 
ber, and space limitations forbid detailed 
comment. One quote, however, sketches 
the broad cutiinbs of their theme: 


“There is-no such thing as a purely do- 
mestic policy toward materials that all the 
world. must have; there are only world 
policies that have domestic aspects.” 

Which suggests, among other things, the 
folly of barriers against raw material im- 
ports and the accompanying illusion of 
national self-sufficiency.

To “Snoop Around”’—an 
Americanism? 
O allude to someone as 
T “snooping around” is usually 
to accuse him of poking his 
nose into someone else’s affairs. 
This is American slang, only in 
the sense of its usage. In fact, 
some etymologists attribute the 
word “snoop” as an adaptation of 
an old Teutonic word of similar 
spelling with the same implica- 
tion of the clandestine. 


The expression “snooping 
around” seems to go on further 
back than the middle of the last 
century, when it began to appear 
in American literature. It is on 
the record in a now forgotten 
work, published in 1864, as fol- 
lows: “Don’t come snooping 
around to find out whether we go 
to the theater.” And, about this 
time, it seems to have had word 
of mouth usage in the same sense 
of prying. 

Twenty years earlier, the ex- 
pressior™ got into black and white 
as an allusion to “a servant going 
slyly into a dairy room to drink 
milk!” This seems to be its first 
recorded usage in the slang sense. 


There is a provincial English 
word, “snook,” which means to 
search out or to follow by scent. 
In Middle English, this was 
spelled “‘snoke,” and it has cog- 
nates in other Teutonic tongues, 
all meaning “to smell about,” in 
thé sense of “to search out.” Be- 
fore it became obsolete, this was 
used in the general sense of lurk- 
ing, even to the extent of lying 
in ambush. And here seems to 
be what is behind snooping—the 
time-honored English word snook.

Mirror Over the Fireplace

O one who comes into the 

room can miss the mirror over 

the fireplace. Be sure it de- 
serves the front and center atten- 
tion it’s bound to receive. 

An ordinary mirror won't do 
for this key piece of the room's 
“decoration—it should be an im- 
portant mirror, important in style 
and importantly large. 

Skip the over-elaborate frame 
that tries to excuse poor quality 
and fancy trimmings that try to 
substitute for good design. 

Choose a simple design, one 
that doesn’t steal the limelight 
from firelight, but one that has 
unmistakable quality and style. 

New mirrors for fall promise 
new ideas for filling the bill. De- 
signer Paul Frankl, in the mirror 
sketched, introduces a new process 
called patina plate. This process 
warms the fluted glass to a sil- 
very glow to give the mirror an 
interesting and harmonious frame. 

Be sure the over-the-fireplace 
mirror is big enough. Size matters 
almost as much as style.

Personality Question

O you believe that it is all up to you? That your child's 
personality in later life with be largely determined by the 
way you feed him when he is a baby? That whether you 
are firm or lenient about toilet training will markedly in- 


- fluence his behavior when he grows older? 


This notion, that it is all up to you and that you are im- 
proving, or seriously warping, your child’s later-life personali- 


«ty by what you do to him when he is an infant, has frightened 


many parents. It has made them over-anxious. It has re- 
moved their self-confidence and made them worry lest they 
may be doing that fatal “wrong” thing. ‘ 


-~ + 
WE HAVE, IN THE PAST, suggested to you that the 
majority of you do not need to worry. Our experience has. 
indicated thaf personality.is not largely determined by how 
you treat your child—though needless to say he will always be 
benefited by kind and understanding handling. 

Today we should like to indicate that our opinion there 
is probably no direct and demonstratable relationship between 
infant.care and later personality is supported not only by our 
own experience but by good scientific evidence from other 
sourees. 

George Thompson in his recent excellent book “Child 
Psychology” comments (page 631), “The psychological litera- 
ture is rife with speculation about the effects of infant care 
on personality growth. Much of this stems from Freud’s 
theory. In his theory, such adult-child interactions as breast- 
feeding, weaning and bladder and bowel training are extremely 
important (in determining) personality growth. Such person- 
ality characteristics in the adult as punctnality, stinginess, and 
petty self-restraints can be traced back, according to psycho- 
analytic theory, to premature or coercive sphincter training.”

HOWEVER, THOMPSON QUOTES Orlansky (“Infant Care 
and Personality,” in Psychological Bulletin, 1949, vol. 46, pp. 
1-48)—who reviewed all the relevant scientific studies on this 
subject. Orlansky concludes that there are no objective data 
to support the statements and theories of the’ analysis. He 
states definitely, “Although many assertions have been made 
about the existence of such relationships (between how you 
treat the infant and his later personality), the objective data 
needed to support these conclusions are not available... . 
Certainly not enough objective information is available on 
the personality effects of ‘mothering,’ weaning, or sphincter 
training to frighten even the most tender-minded of mothers.” 

We recommend Orlansky’s article to you, if there is a 
college library available and if you would like to check for 
yourself on the lack of evidence on,which to base most of the 
most frightening theories about the possible harm you are 
doing your children. 

(We ourselves of course recognize that there are better 
and worse methods of rearing children. And we are often 
amazed by the almost miraculous changes that can occur when 
a parent shifts from a rigid demanding method to one of 
helping the laws of growth unfold.)

OUNT EVEREST remains in- 
M viciate It was at Camp V on 
thé Lhotse Glacier that Rene 
Dittert, as leader of the main as- 
sault party, announced that the 
time had come for an attempt on 

the summit. 

The morning was exceptionally 
clear and no plume showed on 
Everest. Flory, Aubert and I set 
out. accordingly with the Sher- 
pa porters Tensing, Pasang, Dan- 
amgval, Phu-Tarky, Ang Norbu, 
Nagma Derye and Ajeeba. Our 
first object was to reach the 
South Col (pass), then send back 
three Sherpas the same day; our 
second*®was to establish a camp 
between 27,560 feet and 27,890 
feet and make tracks beyond it 
in an approach to the 29,002-foot 
summit. Soon after the start, 
however, Ajeeba had to turn back 
with an attack of malaria and the 
other porters had to carry his 
pack. 

Just before noon ‘we reached 
a dump we had made on the 
rocky spur after negotiating the 


fixed. ropes; thereafter progress - 


was slow as the packs were heavy 


‘and we were at 24,600 feet. Slow- 


ly. we climbed the spur again and 
went obliquely on in tracks al- 
ready made by Chevalley and 
Asper over patches of snow and. 
small rocky ledges. The hours 
pdssed. The sun began to sink, 
the wind rose, and at about 25,- 
260 feet two of the Sherpas, 
Nagma Derye. and Ang Norbu, 
turned to descend before reaching 
the top, being afraid of getting 
their feet frostbitten. 

There was nothing to be done 
but divide up. most of their bag- 


13-pound tent, Aubert a sleeping 
bag. Unluckily the sleeping bag 
slipped from his hands in the 
wind and rolled down the slope 
to be lost forever. 

. The situation was getting ‘riti- 
cal. The sun sank behind Pumori, 
and as it disappeared the wind 
and cold increased.

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over Tibet and the east face of 
Everest tumbling 16,000 feet 
down into the Karta Valley.

ledges, again sinking in snow to 
our knees and making tracks in 
relays. 

It was heavy going—three steps 
and then a halt for breath. Snow 
was falling, but from time to time 
the summit cleared and we peered 
up at the last forbidding heights. 
What were we to do? Wind and 


‘snow threatened us with further 


hardships. We were near the last 
rocks before the final pyramid, 
but the weather was deteriorat- 
ing and common sense urged us 
to turn back. 


We took a little more oxygen. 
But I can record that at 8600 
meters (28,215 feet) I was in good 
condition, except for a deceptively 
pleasant sense of well-being. 
When I stopped I felt magnifi- 
cent. That is, perhaps, the most 
fateful moment at this altitude: 
everything seems to be going 
very well, and at precisely that 
moment. one fails. Tensing, too, 


had moments when his balance ' 


seemed uncertain. 


Happily, we always kept our 
heads; we were aware of our po- 
sition and of what we were do- 
ing. The oxygen helped, but it 
was impossible to pump it in 
while moving, and when we 
stopped its effect lasted about 20 
minutes and then we lapsed. 

We decided to descend. Tracks 
recently made had almost com- 
pletely ' Chaveimed. and we had 
to stop as often coming down as 
going up. Down on the South Col 
Aubert and Flory came to meet 
us in a state of great anxiety and 
got us into the shelter of Camp 
VI. Tensing was by this time half 
dead with fatigue, and for the 
rest of the day he had continually 
to be awakened and forced to 
drink. He slept motionless until 
next morning. 

Eveniually we got safely back 
to the base camp, where the 
whole expedition was reunited 
safe and sound. We left camp 
later for Namche Basar, being 
well received by the whole popu- 
lation.
